HOW SHOULD ALBERTA 
STEERS BE FED. ~ 

A correspondent to the Far- 
mer’s Advocate from Red Deer is 
anxious to know how a steer 
should be fed to get the best re- 
sulta. Mr, Craig’s letter is good 
and sound. Cattle do not do 
much on straw except as ’a 
change. Green feed is splendid 
for milch cows and ‘to keep the 
animals digestive apparatus in 
good condition but let hay be the 
main stay, oat chop added later 
then a mixture of oats and barley 
and finally finishing up on barley 
chop. There is nothing better in 
thia country. It has been proved 
steers do better loose. We are 
pleassd to see our old friend 
John Leithead of Sullivan Lake 
taking a hand in the discussion. 
The following are the letters: 
Editor Farmer’s Advocate, 

I propose feeding a bunch of 
fifteen steers this winter in a 
frame shed, single boarded, with 
windows and doors, the cattle 
being at liberty to go in and out, 
Ihad thought of starting them 
on November 1st, with hay in the 
morning, a good quantity of 
straw during the day, and green 
feed at night. About February 
1st. I intend to start feeding a 
gallon of ba-ley chop twice daily 
for about sixty days, after this, 


gradually increase until they get; 


ag much as they will eat up to 
May ist, by which time they 
should be ready for market. I 
should be very glad‘if any of your 
readers could suggest a more 
profitable way of fattening cattle.

Editor Farmer’s Advocate, _ 


From my_ experience of 
feeding cattle in Alberta I woulé 
advise your correspondent, that 
if he wants to make the most out 
of his hay, straw, green fegd and 
grain, and also to make the 
largest gains, he would do far 
better by starting his cattle with 
rolled oat chop, and after a 
month or six weeks’ graining, 
add a little barley meal, and then 
gradually ingrease the ratio as 
his animals came along. He 
would make more economical 
gains because all feeders know 
that as the finisliing point draws 
near it also takes more grain and 
that is one great essential in 
being able to feed and feed pro- 


‘|perly, to get your animal at the 


finish to be able to assimilate 
properly a heavy grain ration 
without scouring. A very heavy 
barley meal ration, especially 
when alone will scour them, and 
put them off their feed as novhing 
else will. If your correspondent 
introduced a small percentage of 
ground linseed meal he would 
find it very helpful, as. it keeps 
the animals’ bowels in good order 
and prevents scours to a great 
extent. Last winter when feeding 
the cattle used at the judging 
schools, I found that they 
would’nt take a great deal of 
barley chop, even when mixed 
with oat chop, but one and all 
showed a preference for oat chop 
especially rolled in place of being 
ground. To my mind the ground 
chop is too sticky and is not so 
palatatle as the other.

Editor Farmer’s Advocate, 


I have before me your request 
for suggestions as to winter feed- 
ing of ¢attle for the fat market, 

First, I wish to say that it 
should be a serious matter with a 
writer in giving opinions on this 
subject as some’ inexperienced 
feeder may take such advice, and 
should it be impracticable there 
would be great financial disa- 
pointment. And again~as the 
old experienced feeder well knows 
it is rather uncertain where you 
are at until after the sale of 
your finished steers. As grain 
feeding of cattle in ‘Western 
Canada seems to be in its infancy 
and with rather a low scale of 
prices for fat cattle, there are a 


great many experiments being |eeeseccececceceeneeese]s 


tried; however:.there are a few 
facts that must be onserved if the 
feeder intends to stay in the busi- 
ness. First the “selection of 
feeding cattle; which is really the 
very most important, as you 
cannot profitably make top beef 
without a good beef animal. If 
you buy your feeders, buy the 
best, and if you raise your own 
feeders, raise a good beef type. 
Next of importance, I think, is to 
ccasider well, just what amount 
of feed you intend to use, and 
select the amount oi cattle you 
can handle on that amountat full 
feed. That is, gradually increase 
their feed until they will get all 
they will consume each day, and 
this should be accomphshed in 
about thirty days for you must 
make a gain of fifty pounds or 
more per head per month, or you 
will be a poor feeder, and your 
profits will be very  unsatis- 
factory. ; 

Crushed grains should be the 
main rations, and a3 help seems 
very scarce and high priced, I 
would suggest the use of self feed 
bins, where cattle can go and 
eat at any time. A good dry 
yard and plenty of shelter from 
the weather and about the only 
thing else you will need in about 
five or six months will be a good 
price for your cattle. 

I might say as proof, these 
suggestions are sincere, I am 
intending to follow them myself 
this winter by feeding some thirty 
head of Galloway steers.

Leslieville. -

Road work is now the order of the 
day in the district of which Leslieville 
is the capital. Townships 20-5 and 40 
5 were only opened for homesteading 
a little over a year ago but they are 
now full up and together with 39-6 to 
40-6 have been organized into Lécal 
Improvement District 20 B 5 Mr. Alex 
Sim Councillor for 39-5 and Mr. John 
Reid for 40-5 have called out the 
settlers and the work on the roads is 
now being actively prosecuted, The 
activity for this year is being directed 
in both townships to open up the road 
line running North and South one 
mile from the eastern boundary of the 
townships, aid also on the Northand 
south line two miles further west near 
the’ point where this line crosses the 
Lobstick river, where also it is intended 
to construct a bridge, a few miles of 
the east and west live two miles from 
the north boundary of 40-5. 

In addition to this a few settlers 
have received permission to work out 
their tax on the road line adjoining 
their awn homesteads notably on the 
very bad stretch af the main roads an 
the south boundary of 80-5, Mr, 
Bureau is making an attempt to drain 
a large slough on the first mentioned 
North and South line, 

Another very satisfactory feature is 
that the Provincial Government are 
undertaking to open up a main road 
from Blackfalds to the mountain 
house via Eckville and Leslieville 
rlong the line two miles south of the 
North boundary af Tp. 39 with a4 
bridge over the Lobstick and Leslieville 
and another over the Horsoguard due 
west of that point. Owing to diffl- 
culties with the Horseguard river west 
of Eckville this road will be diverted 
one half mile north at same point in 
39-4 possibly about Sec. 26 and continue 
in that line until it has crossed Sec. 25 
and 26 in 39-5 when there will be a 
further jog of one half mile north to 
the line ona mile fram north boundary 
of the township which it will follow to 
the mountain house, It Is understood 
that some $1500 are being expended on 
this road in the neighborhood of 
Sylvan Lake. 

These improvernents when comes 
pleted will greatly facilitate transit in 
and to this rising district. 

It is rumored that’ a main road is 
also to be engineered westward from 
Lacombe, 

Up to now’ Red Deer has had a 
monoply of the trade of this Lesliville 
country but with main roads direct. 
to Blackfalds and Lacombe there is 
a probability of a portion of this trade 
being diverted unless the Red Deer 
Tradesmen get busy and demonstrate 
the advantages they can offer as com- 
pared with the more northern towns.

That Fearful and Mystic Visita- 
tion of Olden Days. 


IT FOLLOWED IN WAR’S WAKE. 


— 


In the Fourteenth Century It Swept the 
Whole of Europe, Killing 25,000,000 
in Three Years—The Pestilence In 
London. 


The plague or pestilence, that myste 
rlous and fearful visitation which has 
moved its hosts In the wake of armies 
to slay more than war ItselY, is suy- 
posed to,huve frst orlginated among 
the dense’ masses of people who crowd- 
ed together in the great cities of Asia 
and Egypt or who formed the encamp- 
ments of Xerxes, Cyrus and Tamer- 
lune the Tartur. It probably sprang 
from the impurity which must have 
existed in ithe midst of such vast gath- 
erings and in wart alse from leaving 
the unburied dend upon the field of 
battle. At any rate, the germs of this 
fearful buman polson have always 


been most active where conditions ; 


similar to those have prevailed. It 
has always been war. and the march of 
armies that have spread it bréadcast 
over the world from time to time, and 
as war became less frequent and less 
worldwide the frequency and extent 
of these ravages have lessened also. 

The first recorded outbreak of the 
plague in Europe oxcurred in the six- 
teenth century. It cume from lower 
Egypt. This was the first lapping of 
the wave that reached into the enst 
again, there to stay its movements, s0 
fur us the west was concerned, until 
O44 A. D., when the returning legions 
of the ‘Emperor Justinian brought it 
aguin Injo the western world from the 
battlefields of Persia, Constantinople 
was the first place it attaeked. Here 
In a single dey as many as 10,000 per- 
sons are said to have fsellen victims to 
it. But the plague did not stop’ with 
Constantinople. It bad found a_ too 
congenin! soll in Burope. which was 
little else than one great battlefield at 
the thue. It was carried into Gaul, 
where It followed close in the wake of 
the Frankish armies, and from Gaul 
it moved into Italy, with the Lom- 
bards, and so devastated the country 
as to leave it entirely at the mercy 
of the invaders. 

The various crusadvs, which extend- 
ed over a spuce of about 200 years, no 
doubt did much to held the pestilence 
In IKurope, for they served to keep 
open the channels of Intercourse be- 
tween the east and th west. Periodic 
epidemics were cominon during thelr 
continuance, ond-thesa seem td have 
culminated in the fourteenth century 
with what is known in history as the 
black death. The black death was 


more fatal to human life than any 


otner single cause since the world be- 
gun. The havoc of war was nothing 
fu comparison to it.’ It swept the 
whole of Europe, leaving In its path 
such- misery aud destitution as the 
world had never kuown. It killed ‘in 
three years some 25,000,000 . people. 
Such figures stagger the comprehen- 


-sion, but the records of the time can- 


not be doubted. The entire population 
of Europe fs estimated to have been 
abgut 100,000,000, kept down as it was 
by the constaut warfare,.and of these 
at least a fourth perished. — : 

The ravages of the plague in Italy, 
where it enme in the track of the war 
of the Guelphs and -Ghibellines, was 
imrticularly disastrous to munkind, It 
raged with terrible fury in Naples, 
where 60,000 persons are said to have 
fed. It fell upon Pisa, and seven out 
of every ten perished. It utterly and 
‘orever destroyed the prosperity of 
slena. Florence also suffe severely, 
while 100.000 of the inhabitants of 
Venice were Iiterally wiped off the 
face of the eurth. Irom Italy. it moved 
luto France, where the mortality was 
almost as great. In Paris alone 50,000 
people died from It.. One of.the worst 
features presented by the history of 


‘the black death whs the cruel persecu- 


tlon It aroused against.the Jews They 
were supposed to have Infected the air 
{n so:ue mystérious manner, ard they 
were accused of having polsoited the 
wells and springs. In Stragsburg 2,000 
of them were buried alive in their own 
burial zround. 

The order of the Flagellanto arose 
ul this thme, coming from the belief 
that the sins of the world had at last 
brought down the wrath of heaven. It 
was the beginuing of the so called 
hundred yeurs’ war that carried the 
black death into Englund, where in 
London its victiins numbered 100,000. 
When at last the plague had worked 


Its ravages it doubled back over Its. 


course to disappear in the enst. Later 
on it appeared ugain in Englend, 
Urst among the soldiers of Richmond 
after the battle of Bosworth Field, 
and when the victorious army marched 
to London the plugue went with them 
to work its havoc there. As long ag it 
lasted the mortality was as great as 
that caused by the black death halt a 
century before. Iive thousand pecple 
died in five weeks; and then the plague 
ieft London as suddenly as {ft had ap- 
peared there to sweep over the rest of 
England. i 

In Scotland the plague of 1368 came 
immediately after the battle -of Lang- 
side, when Quéen Mary was dethron- 
ed, but no records of the mortality it 
occasioned seem to have been pre- 
Berved. The plague visited London in 
1675. This followed after tne civil war 
which ended with the death of Charles 
I1., but so many years Intervened that 
It Is {npossible to trace any connection 
between the two events. In modern 
wars danger from the plague seems 
gradually to have lessened pérhaps as 
u result of .better sanitary conditions 
maintained by tre armies of today.

The Monetary Situa- 
tion Aggravated By 
‘Government. 


CANADIAN BANKS ARE AL- 
LOWED TO INVEST $50, - 

000,000 IN FOREIGN 

COUNTRIES. 


— 


A staff correspondent of the 
Toronto News ({ndependent) in 
writing recently of the moeting 
held by Mr. R. L. Borden at 
Brandon, Manitoba, while on his 
western tour, has the following: 

‘*Mr. Borden’s second meeting 
in Manitoba has been marked by 
the presence on the platform oi 
Mr. Robt. Rogers, and by the 
presentation by Mr. Rogers of an 
additional indictment against the 
Dominion government. The fi- 
nancial stringency is in every- 
one’s mouth out here, and Mr. 
Rogers charged it in part.at least 
up to the account of the adminis- 
tration at Ottawa. His argument, 
in brief, is that (1) the govern- 
ment permits certain Canadian 
banks to keep-some fifty millions 
of Canadian money at investment 
in the United States; (2) the gov- 
ernment has absorbed a con- 
siderable amount of Canadian 
capitai for its‘own use, instead of 
procuring it abroad. But his 
argument deserves a fuller state- 
ment.”’ 


MR. ROGER’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Rogers after a variety of 
observations developed his two- 
fold attack on the Laurier gov- 
ernment. He suggested, rather 
than actually gaid, that the.pres- 
ent tightness of money may be 
due in part to the enormous rev- 
enue obtained at Ottawa. Then 
he formuleced his complaint 
against the banks. The govern- 
ment has control of the banks, 
and can see that they do not in- 
vest the savings of the Canadian 
peoplein foreign countries, for 
the benefit of the industries of 
those countries. The bank state- 


ments for the last month show 


that Canadian banks have $100,- 
000,000 loaned out abroad. True, 
it might be urged that these 
banks have deposits in their 
fareign branches amounting to 
something like:- $50,000,000 of 
Canadian money for the benefit 
of the foreigner and to the det- 
riment ofour own country. Let 
‘a business man of Brandon ask 
fora shortdate or call loan on 
ample security and he would be 
refused. .Let him take a hun- 


dred shares of Canadian Pacific; |* 


worth at market rates $16,000, 
and offer it as collateral for a loan 
of $5,000 or $6,000, and he would 
be refused. Let.-him send those 
same shares to.a broker in New 
York, and that broken can go, to 
a branch of a Canadian bank in 
New York and obtain a loan of 
$15,000 on them. That was not 
fair to the people of Canada. That 
had not been intended by par- 
liament. 
the government would remedy it. 
The government never had been 
known to do anything for the 
common people when it was likely 
to disturb some strong institution 
or corporation. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND CAPITAL. 


Again, the government could 
not undertake to régulate the 
banks because it was guilty of 
doing the same thing. It had 
two banks of its own in the Post 
Office and the Dominion Savings 
Bank, and in these it had de- 
posits amounting to some $61,- 
000,000 or $62,000,000, With the 
exception of the ten per cent, 
which it was bound to have on 
hand, the government was using 
for its own purposes, in keeping 
the machinery of administration 
working, every dollar of these 
deposits; ‘whereas Mr. “Rogers 
held that this sum should be used 
to increase the money at the dis- 
posal of the banks. ‘Further, it 
was an open secret that the gov- 
ernment had borrowed millions of 
dollars from the Canadian banks, 
thereby locking up the money 
which should be available for the 
cominercial activities of the 
people, Under similar conditions 
of commerce and finance the 
United States government would 
go into its treasury and supply 
the banks with money so that 
through the banks the people 
could get enough for their wants. 
The Canadian government, in- 
stead of doing that, aggravated 
the situation. It should’ have 
gone to the money markets for 


its money and placed the pro-|p 


geeds-in the banks for'the use of 
the Canadian people. That would 
have meant $100,000,000 more.

“This is realy a most instructive 
lesson, of which we aregvery much m 
need in this court sometimes,” said 
the cadi.

“Collapse, incapable, sleepy,” stated 
Mr. Williams. 

“And after that, nothing, 
pose?” 

“Tf you give them a little more— 
death.” 

“We have had the seven stages of 
man.” exclaimed Mr. Plowden; “now 
we have the seven stages of drunken- 
ness: Irritable, mellow, pugnacious, 
affectionate, lachrymose, collapse, 
death.’’ 

Mr. Williams added that these were 
the stages through which a person 
would pass if aleohol were adminis- 
tered in cnrefully measured doses. 

Mrs. Memige denied that she was 
intoxicated, but Mr. Williams assert- 
ed that she had “the special smell 
that all drunkards have.” 

“Are there seven stages of special 
smells?” asked Mr. Plowden, amid 
laughter. 

“No,”’ was the reply; “‘but there is 
a special smell like that of glue that 
has gone bad. It is an_ infallible 
symptom of a real, steady drunkard.” 

“T do not suppose Mrs. Memige 
will forget this case.’’ said Me Plow- 
den, “‘and I am sure I shall not. I 
have, heard more about the subject of 
drunkenness than ever before, and I 
hope I have profited by the instruc- 
ion.” 
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Great Britajn’s Smallest House. 


The quaint old town of Conway, 
North Wales, boasts possession of the 
smallest house in Great Britain.

Tho present occupant, who has in- 
habited the cottage for seven years, 
pays a rent of seven and sixpence per 
week, and is véry proud of the fact 
that she lives in the tiniest house in 
Great Britain.

Pays For Dead Wife's- Keep. 


4 laborer named Brookfield, . who 
iss more than 80 years old and who 
lives at the village of Shamley Green, 
is: Surrey, has been paying for his 
w.ie’s maintenance in the Brockwood 
asylum for six years after her death. 

Mrs. Brookfield, who died in 1901, 
was sent to the asylum 25 years be- 
fore, and her husband contributed 75 
cents ao week towards her, mainten- 
ance, 

The matter was reported to the 
Hambledon board of guardians re- 
cently, in consequence of an agita- 
tion to reduce Brookfield’s contribu- 
tion to 65 cents a week. 

The asylum authorities say that 
Mrs. Brookfield’s death was notified, 
and it is recorded in the minute book 
of the guardians, but the relieving of- 
ficer, who collected the money each 
-week, declares that the notification 
was not passed on to him. 

It was decided by the guardians to 
give back to Brookfield the money he 
has paid since his wife’s death. 

Miser’s Hidden Wealth. 

George Keymer, an old man, who 
was formerly a gold miner in Austra- 
lia, has been found dead in a little 
cottage which he occupied at Ipswich, 
England, and a hoard of more than 
$7,000 has been discovered. _ 

The cottage was very scantily furn- 
ished, having only a bed anc a few 
boxes in it. Keymer lived alone, do- 
ing all his own cooking, and even 
washing his own clothes.. 

He had been ill for some time, and 
recently, when he was visited by some 
acquaintances, he was only able te 
say: ‘‘Bag, bag—-carpet bag.” After 
his death a search was made, and 8 
carpet bag containing gold, notes and 
a bank deposit note, to the total value 
of $7,000, was found. 

A clergyman took possession of the 
money and deposited it in the bank, 
where it is awuiting claimants. The 
old man is said to have been in per- 
petual dread of being poisoned.

New Meat Inspection Act 

The custom prevailing among farm- 
ers throughout Canada of slaughtering 
animals, particularly swine, upon: 
their own premises and selling car- 
cases on the local market, is one! 
which entails more or less loss to the! 
producer. Before the advent of pack- | 
ing establishments, the domestic trade 
was supplied by the local butchers, 
who were necessarily compelled to 
provide for future supplies, and, as a 
result, the local markets -were created. 
Conditions have changed, however, the 
local: dealers no longer supplying the 
domestic trade, which has passed in- 
to the hands of the packing houses, 
which are now the distributing cen- 
ters for meats. Packers can afford to, 
and actually do pay higher prices and 
sell at lower values than the local 
butchers for reasons which are ob- 
vious when one considers that profits 
dre represented by the by-products. 
The packers are adverse to buying, 
dressed carcases as they represent 
smaller profits in by-products. =e 


dressed carcases are imperfectly 
handled by the farmers, the meat in 
many cases being bruised and un- 
sightly; tuis, as well as improper 
chilling, being deterrent to good’ 
prices. Animals, especially hogs, re-! 
quire scientific chilling, otherwise 
those patts which enter into the pro-; 
cess of curing become sour and unfit: 
for market. Packers prefer to buy! 
their meats on the oof, and for the! 
reasons set forth above, are able to. 
pay higher prices for the same. __ | 

In view, however, of the large trade 
carried on in some parts of Canada, 
more particularly during the fall and 
winter, in dressed pork, as well as in 
other dressed meats, attention may be 
directed to one of the requirements 
of the regulations made under the 
new Meat Inspection Act, which is 
likely to have a considerable effect 
on the business above referred to. 
The Department of Agriculture at Ot- 
tawa having assumed the responsi- 
bility of inspecting and practically 
guaranteeing the healthfulness of all 
meats and meat products sent out by 
the packing houses. must, of neces- 
sity, protect itself by making sure 
that no diseased carcases are permit- 
ted to enter these establishments. The 
most effective way of preventing the 
entry of such diseased meat is, of 
course, the careful antemortem in- 
spection provided for by the regula- 
tions, but, in view of the large trade 
carried. on in dressed carcases, and of 
the fact that both farmers and pack- 
ers have been in! the -habit of hand- 
ling: meats in this way, the officials 
in charge of the enforcement of the 
act have decided to admit to the 
establishment under inspection, dress- 
ed carcases under such conditions as 
wili enable them to judge with reas- | 
onable certainty, as to whether the an- 
imal, prior to slaughter, was free 
Provision has_there- 
fore been made for the admission on 
inspection of dressed carcases, with 
the head, heart, lungs and liver held 
by their: natural attachments, such; 
carcases to be inspected before enter-' 
ing the establishment, and if found 
fit for food to be so marked and ad-- 
mitted for packing purposes, while if 
found to be diseased, to be condemn- 
ed and tanked. 

This being the case, it is incumbent 
upon every farmer bringing dressed 
hogs’ or other animals to market to 
remember that unless the carcases are 
dressed in accordance with the regu-' 
lation mentioned above, namely, with 
these organs left in their proper posi- 
tions, it will not be possible for the 
representatives of the packing houses 
to buy such carcases for use in any of 
the’ establishments coming under the | 
operation of the Meat and Canned 
Goods Act. 

The presence of the buyers or 
agents of these establishments on our 
local markets has always been, at least | 
to some extent a safeguard against 
Possible attempts by local combina j 
tions of butchers and others to depress — 
the price of dressed meats, and it 
will be well for producers to bear in 
mind the new conditions, and when, 
for- any reasons, unable to market 
their stock on hoof, hogs, as well as 
other animals, in such a way as to 
ment the requirements of the new
